. The meeting was called to order with Mayor Dragke presiding.

Councilmen White moved that the Minutes of the last meeting B spproved.
Upon being seconded by Councilmen MacCorkle, the motion was afopted by the Couw
¢il, and the Minutes so approved.

TR. Ce D. PEAVY, Chairmen, Executive Committee of the Travis County Cluh,
made two inguiries regarding the annexation program: (1) whether the fire pro-
tection in the densely populsted aress, which would Te available in two or three
yesrs after annexed would be stendard fire plugs or the 400 gallon fire trucks
ané (2) would the weher rate which is now a rate sand a half be lowered and when,
The City Msnager answered his questions stating that standard fire plugs with mine
imum 6" maing could be expected within the next two or three years, and that the
water rate would be lowered immediately upon annexation.

The City Mansger expressed dissppointment in the bids and asked for more
time to study this prodlem in line with other plans suggested in the past, before
making a definite rejection, He reported that Mayor Drake, the City Attorney,
and hé had met with city officials of Fort Worth, arnd this meeting brought out
s pumber of ideas which could be explored, and he would recommend that action on
these bids be deferred todsy, and that possibly he could have some other recommen—
dation by the following week or the next. Councilman Long commended the City Man-
ager and Director of Public Works on thelr setion in this case. Councilman MacCoy
favored moving the program slong, but did want to investigate this a little furthe
Counciimagn Fhite was interested in the paving as soon as possible, bubt wanted to
save the taxpayers' money. The matter was postponed until the following Thursday
or the next,

Decisien on the zoning applicetion of S. €. McINTOSH & H.M. WEBB for change

of zoning of the property in the 1400 Block of Andersmon from "A" Residence to "D
Indus trial, was postponed until a full Council was present, and also at the re-
quest of Councilmen MacCorkle who had not had the opportunity to make an inspec—
tion on the ground.

Herman Jones atated gt the time thls was heard before the Zoning Board, the main
objection was that there was insdequate parking space for this two acre dew lop-
ment, and that Mr. Braswell has filed an instrument for record, prohiditing the
use of more then 404 for building, and thus insuring 60% of the track for pariking.

"At the regular meeting, September 17, of the Park and Recrea~
tion Board, a delegation, representing the various organizations in
North Austin, sppeared before the Board to request endorsement of their
recommendation to the City Council that the 90 acres comprising Hancock
Golf Course and Recreation Center, be dedicated as park property. The
Park and Recreation Board unsnimously passed a motion recommending such
action to the City Council.

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Coples of this recommendation had been furnished members of the Council,
The City Mansger stated he wented to make further study and submit hls recommenda-
tion.

Fo secticr was teaken at this meeting on the request of P.W.CURRY for a Ffran-
chige to place benches at bus stops.

The Solicitation Ordinence passed on April 9, 1942, was laid before the
Council, The Better Business Bureau had expressed themselves as wanting the
Council to put the ordinance in effect or get it off thebooks. The Council wante
to study thig ordinance.

COUNCILMAN MacCORKLE inquired sbout the ordinance changing the Zoning and
Planning Ordinances. It was stated several meeting had beem held, but the pro-
posed ordinarce was not yet ready to submit,

. COUNCIIMAN MacCORKLE inquired as to the date the ordinance regulsting the
parking of cars on the lot in back of the City Hall would be enforced. The City
Manager stated little stickers were being designed for those cars that would park
in this grea, and they are sbout ready, and he felt that by next Thursday, the
cers would be deslgnated.

COUNCIIMAN LONG inguired sbout an ordinance concerning the numbering of
houses in the City, and asked that the ordinsrce or policy be looked into and im-
formation submitted to the Council, as some of the houses were bagly numbered and
were hard to find,

The City Manager stated he had a request from WILLIAM G, WOLFE, representin&
the Austin Cerebral Palsy Center, that the City would consider furnishing wager
and light services. It would be a very nominal amount, and certaln organizations
supported by the Commnity Chest fell in this catagory, of receiving free water
and light from the City. Councilman MacCorkle asked that a list of these organi-
zations be furnished the Council,

COUNCILMANY WHITE stated there was an old ordinsnce passed in 1912 that
needed smending, that has to do with the loading of wagons, hauling rock, ete.
He inguired if the words "amtomobiles and trucks® could be substituted for "wagony
The City Attorney stated he would have to look into this old ordinance to see
how it read, Councilmen White stated he had been noticing rubbish scattered all
ever the streets.

MR, TRUEMAN E, O'QUINN sppeared before the Council offering some suggpstion#
that would be helpful in future annexstion progmmg, He compared this proposal
to the one adopted by the Council regsrding thoroughfares, whereby the Counecil
would be notified of any plans md developments slong the plenned thoroughfares
.outside the city, and could sct accordingly. He guggested corryimg this idea
through in the annexation plens of the future, in that 1f a subdivision comes in
within the five mile zone, the Council would be given all necessary data, and it
could determine at that time if i1t was feasidle to annex the area or wait. In
this suegestion, he stated that 1f some declaration of policy and certain rules
were get up, it would help the citizens of Travis County to kmow how to d evelop
their property and how the Council felt about the possibility of the property bew
ing annexed. The Council would have a cheance toknow what was going on. There
ahould be s general policy of the Council regarding the type of contracts made
with the Water Districts. The rules would be a zuide to the various departments,
Members of the Council thought these were good suggestions.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL COF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Southern Union Gas Company be and the same is hereby permitted to
lay and construct 1ts gas mains in and upon the following strestsy

(1) A gas main in PATTERSON AVENUE, from a point 281 feet
north of West 8th Street southerly 73 feet, the centerline of
which gas main shall be 12 feet west of and parallel to the east
property line of sald PATTERSON AVENUE.

Said gas main descrihed above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet.

(2) A g&s main in LAMAR BOULEVARD, from Franklin Boulevard
to Nelray Boulevard, the centerline of which gas main shall be
55 feet west of and parallel to the east property line of said
LAMAR BOULEVARD.

Sald gas main described above shell have a cover of not less
then 2% feet. :

(3) A gas main in WILLOW STREET, from Lynn Street to Chicon
Street, the centerline of which gas main shall be 10 feet south
of and parallel to the north property line of said WILLOW STREET.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
- than 2} feet.

(4) A gas maln in CHICON STREET, from Willow Street northerly
13 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 6 feet west of
and parallel to the east property line of said CHICON STREET.

Said gas maln described above shsll heve.a: cover ofinot less
than 2% feet.

(5) A 9'x6x7t gas regulator pit in LYNN STREET, the centerline
¢f the 6! axis to be 8 feet west of and parallel to the east line of
Lynn Street and the centerline of the 9' axis to be 12 feet north of
and parzllel to the north line of Riverview Street.

The Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the (City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space asslgned above is clear from
other underground utilities, but is baged upon the best records we have at
hand, and that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the
fact that greater depths may not be required at special points. When the
Southern Union Gas Company requires definite information upon the groungd
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a8 to elevations or working points from which to base the location of their
assignments, they shall apply to the Department of Public Works not less

than three (3) days before such information notice that they will be required
to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground utility
damaged during the construction of lines named in this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
must be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation
in the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after
sald mains have been laid shall be under the supervision and direction of
the City Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditlons of the
certain franchises granted to sald company by the City of Austin,

line plant consisting of one 280 gallon underground tank and pump for the sole
purpese of servicing their own motor equipment, and from which no gasoline is
to be sold, subject to the same being operated in compliance with all the
ordinances relating thereto, and further subject to the foregoing attached
recommendations; and the Bullding Inspector is hereby suthorized to issue

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the storage and handling of gasoline.

¥(2). That all tanks and pumps shall be located not nearer than 10 fest to
the property line and so located that cars stopped for the purpese of un-
loading or receiving gasoline or other supplies shall not in any way obstruct
the free passage of traffic on either the sidewalk, street or alley.

"(3). That "NO SMOKING" signs shall at all times be prominently displayed
and no person shall be permitted to smoke on the premises vwhere gasoline is
handled or stored.

W(L). That all fees shall be paid and a permit secured from the Building
Inspector!s Qffice before any installation work is started, and that no
equipment shall be placed in operation until after finsl inspection and
approval of same.

County, Texas, during the alteration of the bullding, such space to be used
in the work and for the storage of materials thersfor; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinshbove enumerated be granted to said
J. M. Odom, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Street Working Space

Beginning at the retalning wall on the north slde
of the East 8th Street and prolongation of the west line of
the above described property; thence in a southerly
directlon and at right angles te the centerline of ZTast
8th Street approximately 12 feet to a point; thence in
an easterly direction and parallel with the centeriine of
Fast 8th Street approximately 60 feet to & point; thence
in amnortherly direction and at right angles to the center-
line of East 8th Street to the retaining wall on the north
side of East 8th Street.

2, THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to
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the sald J. M. Odom, hereinafter termed "Contractor", upon the following
express terms and conditlons:

{1). Tnat the Contractor shall comstruct a guard rail within the
boundary lines of the above described space, such guard rail to be at least
i feet high and substantially braced and anchored.

(2). That the Contractor is permltted to consiruct in his working space
s substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in use
_and at a8l1 times that such gate is épen, the Contractor shall maintain a person
at this gate to warn pedestrians and vehleles of approaching trucks, This '
gate is not to open out so as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

(3). That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working
spacse.

(4). That “NO PARKING' signs shall be placed on the sireet slde of the
barricades.

(5). That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage
done due to obstruction of any such storm water,

(6). That the Contractor shall place on the ocutside corners of any
walkway, barricades or obgtructions, red 1ights during all perlods of darkness
and provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(7). That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose

" materisls snd other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately
after the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has
ceased, such time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all
such sldewalk, barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall
be removed not later than November 1, 1951.

(8). That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and
all the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation
of additionsl barriers or safeguards If the conditions demand it.

(9). That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant
reserves the right to enter and occupy any part or all of sald space any time
with its public utiiities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(10). That any public utility, or public or private property dlstunbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for said bullding projects, whether done by the
Gontractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired
at the Contractorls expense.

(11). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), which shall protect,
indemnify and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to
any person or property that may accrue to or be brought by any reason of the
exercise offabuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of
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Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all
other public property and public utilities distunbed or removed during the
construction work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway
and other safeguards, during the occupancy of the space.

"The Traffic and Safety Boerd at its meeting on Tuesday, September 25, 1951,
authorized the followlng recommendations to be made to the Mayor and City Council

#(a) That traffic on the frontage street mlong the east side of

the East Avenue Expressway move only in & northbound direction
from the south city limit to the north city limit, and
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"(b) That traffic on the frontage street along the west side of the
Bast - Avenue Expressway move only in a southbound direction from
the north city limit to the south city limit, and

i{c) That the Texas Highway Department be requested to close the
inner rosdway in each of the four quadrants of the traffic
interchange at Airport Boulevard and Fast Avenue Expressway
constructed to provide for the movement of traffié to or from
the East Avenue Expressway in directions opposed to those
recommended in paragraphs (a) and (b) above. Furthermore,
that these roadways be closed by extending the curbs across
entrances and exits of such roadways and that the same bhe
covered and landscaped as a part of the overall landscaping
plan for the interchange. '

"The Traffic and Safety Board has had this matter under consideration since Aug-
ust 14, 1951, Several property owners, developers and businessmen glong the
East Avenue Expressway have appeared before the Traffic and Safety Board to
voice opinions for or against the proposal for one-way movement along the
frontage streets. Frontage streets along expressways in Houston, Dallas, San
Antonio and Ft. Worth have all been zoned as one-way streets. The first section
of frontage streets zlong Central Expressway in Dallas was opened to traffic

as two~way thoroughfares. However, the City soon realized the danger and

took official action to restrict traffic operation on the frontage streets for
one-way movement. This action was taken primarily due {o the large number of
accidents which occurred on the frontage streets while two-way movement was
permitted.

WAfter considerable discusslon snd with consideration for the opinlons expressed
by various persons who appsared at the several meetings, it was the opinion of
the Board that safe and efficient operation of vehicles along the frontage
streets paralleling the East Avenue Expressway could only be attained by
requiring traffic to move in the directions as herein recommended.

"It is requested that an appropriate ordinance be prepared and enacted to
avthorize the operation of traffle as recommended,
